Buffalo Grove officials are expected to 
require 
installation 
of 
sodium-vapor 
streetlights in new village housing devel­ 
opments. 
The board, at a workshop session Mon­ 
day, gave tentative approval to the sug­ 
gestion of Public Works Director Charles 
McCoy that developments use the new 
sodium-vapor lights rather than the mer- 
curv-vapor type on most village streets. 
Village officials have not discussed con­ 
verting the entire village lighting system 
to sodium vapor, but McCoy said he will 
submit the proposal to the board later. 
IN ITS FIVE-YEAR capital-improve- 
ments program, the village is asked to 
approve $5,000 in fiscal 1975-76 for in­ 
stallation of sodium-vapor lights along 
Arlington Heights Road and Checker 
Drive as a step toward converting the 
village light system. 
Sodium-vapor lighting has been the ob­ 
ject of controversy in Chicago and some 
suburbs including Arlington Heights. Op­ 
ponents say the lights orange tint is 
unattractive and produces too much 
light. Some also say the rays are harm­ 
ful to trees and plant life. 


McCoy has said, however, sodium-va­ 
por lamps save money and use less ener­ 
gy even though they cost more to install 
than the mercury-vapor variety. 


He also said sodium-vapor lamps are 
more efficient, would reduce street glare 
and would not shine on residents’ proper­ 
ty or into their homes. 


McCoy said recent findings refute ar­ 
guments that the lights have harmful ef­ 
fects on trees and plantlife.

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5,000 more color TY sets 
recalled for radiation leaks 


In an expansion of the largest re­ 
call of television sets in history, the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
said Tuesday an additional 5,000 or 
more color sets may be leaking dan­ 
gerous levels of radiation. 


Owners of the sets — Panasonic, 
Quasar and Toshiba brand color tele­ 
visions — will be notified by the 
manufacturers of a recall to check 
for potentially dangerous levels of 
radiation. The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration announced the recall 
Tuesday. 


Once the television owner is noi­ 
sed, the set may be brought in to a 


service center or the set will be ser­ 
viced in the customer's home, said 
Stan Gray of Panasonic Chicago Di­ 
vision, Matsushita Electric Corp. of 
America, Des Plaines. 


Gray said the set owner also may 
call a toll-free number, 800-322-4400, 
to request service. A certified letter 
will be sent to the owner and an ap­ 
pointment will be made for service in 
Des Plaines, he said. A Quasar 
spokesman in Franklin Park said 75 
per cent of affected owners will be 
contacted by the end of the week. 
Owners may call 451-1200, ext. 3065 
for information. 


The FDA said it will require com­ 
panies to pay consumers mileage 
money for the trip to a repair center. 
Repairs made in the home may en­ 
tail a longer wait, the FDA said. The 
agency estimates the repairs will 
cost manufacturers a minimum $20 
million. The recall follows a Jan. 16 
recall of some 400,000 sets sold by 
Matsushita Electric.

Palatine Township 
hikes welfare fund 


A substantial increase in welfare applications has prompted 
Palatine Township officials to allocate $25,000 in federal reve­ 
nue-sharing funds for welfare and to double its general assis­ 
tance tax rate next year. More than 125 township residents 
applied for welfare in February, five times the number who 
applied in February 1974, said Howard I. Olsen, township 
supervisor. “The economy, the inflation, the situation that 
this country is in has put a lot of people out of work tempo­ 
rarily and almost permanently in some cases,** he said. “We 
cannot let these people down. We have to have some money 
there for them.*’ 
County zoner resigns 


Bernard O'Brien, who pleaded guilty last month to two 
counts of federal income tax fraud, has resigned, effective 
Saturday, as county zoning administrator. O’Brien, 45, of Oak 
Park, was indicted Feb. 13 for filing false 1968 and 1970 in­ 
come tax returns. U.S. District Court Judge Thomas 
McMillen will sentence O'Brien at IO a m. April 8. O’Brien 
has been county zoning administrator since 1965. Federal offi­ 
cials have refused to explain the charges against O’Brien 
which were developed during an investigation of zoning pay­ 
offs to county board members. O’Brien pleaded guilty Feb. 24 
to understating his income by reporting $8,892 in taxable 
earnings in 1968 and $11,094 in 1970.

Wheeling officials have placed a moratorium on further 
apartment development and will not lift it until the village 
completes its revision of the building code.

A Federal Energy Administrator offi­ 
cial said Tuesday all large users of ener­ 
gy not just automobile drivers, must cut 
back on consumption if the United States 
is to reach a goal of energy indepen­ 
dence. 


Roger W. Sant, FEA assistant adminis­ 
trator for Conservation and Environ­ 
ment, presented a fact sheet to a con­ 
vention of the Automotive Service In­ 
dustry Assn. that showed automobiles ac­ 
count for only 28.5 per cent of American 
gasoline consumption. 


“These statistics clearly point out that 
a national conservation program must be 
targeted toward reducing petroleum not 
only for automotive gasoline, but for all 
large users of energy such as industry, 
commercial, public and industrial build­ 
ings, and America’s residences,” Sant 
said. 


“Conservation efforts focused solely on 
reducing gasoline consumption by au­ 
tomobiles will leave the nation far short 
of its goal of energy independence,” he 
said. 


SANT SAID MORE than 40 per cent of 
private automobile travel is related to 


earning a living, nearly 20 per cent is for 
family business such as shopping and 
medical visits, and 5 per cent is for civic, 
educational and religious purposes. That 
leaves only 35 per cent for social and 
recreational driving. 


The Mountain states region had the 
highest per capita gasoline consumption, 
601 gallons, and the Mid-Atlantic states 
had the lowest, 370 gallons, according to 
1972 American Petroleum Institute fig­ 
ures cited by Sant. 


Wyoming had the largest per capita 
consumption at 835 gallons followed by 
Nevada, 701.99 gallons, South Dakota, 
691.94 and North Dakota, 677.73. 


Hawaii residents used the least gaso­ 
line, 327.51 gallons, followed by New 
York, 369.20, Alaska, 377.35, and Mas­ 
sachusetts, 395.15. 


“Data presented in the fact sheet in­ 
dicates substantial regional and income 
variation in household gasoline use.” 
Sant said. “It is important that these 
variations be kept in mind by those de­ 
signing and evaluating gasoline con­ 
servation policies.” 
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San! said in C hicago Tuesday that 


gasoline accounts for 39 per cent of 


the petroleum 
used 
in the United 


States and autos use only 29 per cent 


of that total. Sant said energy inde­ 


pendence requires conservation of all 


forms of petroleum, not just gasoline.

LISBON (UPI) — Right-wing rebel 
forces bombed an army barracks and 
paratroops seized Lisbon’s civilian air­ 
port Tuesday in a short-lived revolt 
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against the leftist government. The rebel 
leaders fled the country and the govern­ 
ment suggested that the U. S. Ambassa­ 
dor leave too.

shouting “death to the Fascists!” Heavi­ 
ly armed troops rushed to the U. S. Em­ 
bassy and sealed off all streets leading to 
it. 


Otelo Saravio de Carvalho, head 
of the military security forces, indicated 
that the government could no longer 
guarantee the safety of U. S. Ambassa­ 
dor Frank Caducei. 


“Our government should explain to 
him that for his own safety he should 
leave the country,” Carvalho told news­ 
men.

Opinions differ on Cyprus 


talks - Kissinger to Israel 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger helped Greece and Tur­ 
key agree on an early resumption of talks on the future of 
Cyprus, then flew back to Israel Tuesday to resume his 
shuttle diplomacy between Israel and Egypt. Before Kissin­ 
ger departed, Turkish Foreign Minister Meiih Esenbel said 
the leaders of the Greek and Turkish communities would re­ 
sume talks “very shortly.” The Greek Cypriot delega­ 
tion to the United Nations in New York, however, denied any 
agreement to resume talks. 
In the Middle East, a split over peace terms between 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin and Defense Minister Shimon 
Peres was reported in an Israeli cabinet meeting. The meet­ 
ing was called to draft Israel’s response to Egyptian propos­ 
als for a second-stage troop withdrawal accord. 


C IA had no assassination role: survivor 
One of the survivors of the assassination plot against Do­ 
minican dictator Rafael Trujillo in 1961 denied Tuesday in 
Santo Domingo the Central Intelligence Agency had any role 
in the plot. Gen. Antonio Imbert Barrera, one of the 14 men 
involved in the assassination, made the statement in reaction 
to published reports that the CIA was involved in assassina­ 
tion plots against Trujillo, the late Haitian President for life 
Francois Duvalier and Cuban Prime Minister Fidel Castro.

G ulf Oil OKs slush fund shut down 
Gulf Oil Corp. agreed Tuesday to shut down an alleged 
slush fund that had funneled SIO million in illegal funds into 
political campaigns over the past 14 years, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission said. The SEC said Gulf and Claude C. 
Wild Jr., a Gulf vice-president for government relations 
signed the consent degree in the U.S. District Court. The 
consent judgment was the second in six days against a major 
U.S. oil company. Phillips Petroleum consented on Thursday 
to disband a slush fund that had pumped $6 million into politi­ 
cal campaigns since 1960. 


Rights panel asks segregation efforts 
The U.S. Civil Rights Commission, rejecting both black and 
white separatists, Tuesday called for new efforts to eliminate 
school segregation. “School integration remains the touch­ 
stone of all racial equality in a pluralistic society,” the com­ 
mission said in a report surveying progress toward in­ 
tegration 20 years after a landmark Supreme Court case 
which outlawed school segregation. 


Proxmire hits fax money to probe love 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., complained Tuesday that 
the National Science Foundation is spending the taxpayers’ 
money to learn why people fall in love. “I believe that 200 
million Americans want to leave some things in life a mys­ 
tery,” Proxmire said. The $132,500 study is being conducted 
by Dr. Ellen Berschied, professor of psychology at the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota. 


Bill would give land owners mining say 
The Senate voted overwhelmingly Tuesday to let farmers, 
ranchers and other land owners bar the strip mining of gov­ 
ernment-owned coal underlying their land. By a vote of 77 to 
16, the Senate rejected an amendment offered by Sen. Dewey 
Bartlett. R-Okla., to strike language protecting land owners 
from a pending strip mining bill. 


The government announced it had 
crushed the revolt, apparently led by for­ 
mer President Antonio de Spinola, and 
said Spinola had fled to Spain and that 
other leaders of the revolt were in hid­ 
ing. 


The national television called on the 
people to round up the government oppo­ 
nents and broadcast the locations of all 
prominent moderate and rightwing mili­ 
tary officers and politicians. 


Official reports said 14 soldiers were 
injured in the attack. No deaths were re­ 
ported. 


The violence was the first between 
armed forces units since last April’s mil­ 
itary coup which overthrew the dictato­ 
rial regime of Premier Marcello Caetano 
and brought Spinola to power. It was 
rooted in the widening rift between politi­ 
cally moderate and radical leftwing offi­ 
cers of the ruling Armed Forces Move­ 
ment. 
Spinola, who was named Portugal’s 
first post-coup President last April but 
quit in September under left-wing pres­ 
sure, fled to Spain after the armed forces 
accused him of having stayed at the base 
of Tancos from where the paratroopers 
launched their attacks. 
Nationwide offensive in Vietnam

Communist forces Tuesday launched a 
nationwide offensive that forced South 
Vietnamese troops to fall back before 
coordinated tank and infantry assaults 
stretching from Saigon to northernmost 
Quang Tri province, the military com­ 
mand said. 
The Saigon command announced the 
loss of three district capitals (the equiva­ 
lent of U. S. county seats) and reported 
street fighting in a besieged fourth. 
Fresh North Vietnamese forces were 
hurled into the street fighting at Ban Me 
Thuot provincial capital, where nine 
Americans including a 5-year-old girl re­ 
mained safe but pinned dowm. 
Military sources said Tuesday’s coordi­ 


nated assaults were the heaviest since 
the 1972 Communist offensive, which 
overran wide swaths of South Vietnam. 
“As we see it, this is the beginning of a 
nationwide offensive by the Commu­ 
nists,” said South Vietnamese Lt. Col. Le 
Trung Hien, spokesman for the military 
command. 
Communist troops Monday overran 
Due Lap. Tien Phuoc, and Hieu Due. 
Tank-backed Communist infantry early 
Tuesday attacked Dau Tieng district cap­ 
ital, 35 miles northwest of Saigon, and 
street fighting continued throughout the 
day. 
At Ban Me Thuot, “government offi­ 
cers had to call in airstrikes right on the 
streets of the city,” Hien said. 


K ernels condition 4 
’ 
following cancer surgery

A surgeon removed a cancerous tumor 
from Otto K ernels right lung Tuesday 
five days after the former Illinois gover­ 
nor and federal appeals court judge was 
released from a federal prison. 
Doctors said the malignancy was very 
small and there was no evidence it has 
spread. They reported that Kerner stood 
up well under the three-hour operation 
and his condition was “good.” 
“There was no gross evidence of 
spread of the tumor to surrounding struc­ 
tures or regional lymph nodes,” Dr. Ar­ 
thur Haebich, the surgeon who per­ 
formed the operation, said. 
Haebich told a news conference that 
further tests, which will require several 
days, are under way to determine if the 
cancer had spread through the lymph 
nodes. 
If the cancer has not spread, the sur­ 
geon said, Kerner has a 50-50 chance of 
living five years. He said it is difficult to 
determine life expectancy if the malig­ 
nancy has spread but, even then, a 
patient could live four or five years, he 
said. 


Heavy fighting swirled around Tay 
Ninh city, 50 miles northwest of Saigon. 
Newsmen reported Communist forces 
cut the road between Saigon and Tay 
Ninh, overran a 500-man base about IO 
miles east of the city, and sent a 10,000- 
man division toward Tay Ninh. 
In Cambodia, the American-sponsored 
airlift of food and supplies into besieged 
Phnom Penh w’as curtailed because of 
heavy and increasingly accurate rebel 
rocket and artillery fire on Pochentong 
airport. 
More than 20 rockets and artillery 
rounds hit the airport before noon and 
one round exploded written 50 yards of a 
C130. 
A number of rockets hit Phnom Penh 
itself Tuesday, and there was a report 
that one hit the Cam bodian, a partly 
completed luxury hotel project which 
now houses thousands of refugees. There 
wras no immediate report of casualties. 
Communist-led insurgents kept up their 
pressure on the Phnom Penh defense 
perimeter and military sources reported 
government troops were forced to evac­ 
uate a position on a rail line about five 
miles west of the airport. 


Loss of the position could let the 
Khmer Rouge rebels outflank a govern­ 
ment operation trying to force rebel gun 
and rocket positions back from the vital 
airport. 
In Washington, a Senate subcommittee 
voted 4 to 3 to provide $125 million in 
emergency military aid to Cambodia. 
The vote came as Defense Secretary 
James Schlesinger said the military situ­ 
ation in Cambodia is grim, but hope still 
exists and “the fall of Phnom Penh is 
not imminent.” 
With a House subcommittee apparently 
deadlocked over Cambodian aid, the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Assistance subcommittee re­ 
jected President Ford’s request for an 
additional $222 million in military aid for 
Cambodia, but accepted an adminis­ 
tration compromise proposal for less 
than half that amount. 
Subcommittee Chairman Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn., wrho voted against 
the measure, said it would “only prolong 
the killing.” 
The subcommittee also approved some 
$90 million in food and other economic 


assistance for Cambodia. 
The military aid that would be provided 
under the bill, which now goes before the 
full Foreign Relations Committee, would 
come from military stocks held by the 
Defense Department. 
Voting for the emergency aid were 
Sens. Clifford Case, R-N.J., Jacob Javits, 
R-N.Y., Gale McGee, D-Wyo., and Hugh 
Scott, 
R-Pa. 
Joining Humphrey and 
Church in voting against 
was Sen.

Congress told 
Amtrak needs 
$77.9 million 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Amtrak 
passenger rail network probably will 
need continued government subsidies for 
the foreseeable future and in fact needs 
another $77.9 million right now, Congress 
w’as told Tuesday. 
Asaph Hall, acting federal railroad ad­ 
ministrator, said Amtrak will face dras­ 
tic curtailment or even cessation of ser­ 
vice by mid-April if more government 
money is not forthcoming. 
But Paul Reistrup, who took over as 
Amtrak president IO days ago, was less 
foreboding about Amtrak’s immediate fu­ 
ture. He said: “We will be in a serious 
cash position after March 31 unless these 
additional funds are available.” 
Hall and Reistrup testified before the 
House Transportation subcommittee on 
Amtrak's request for further author­ 
izations and appropriations for fiscal 
1975, as well as authorizations for future 
years. 
Both Hall and Reistrup acknowledged 
that Amtrak could not live up to its origi­ 
nal legislative goal of becoming a “for 
profit” corporation. 
Rep. Joe Skubitz, R-Kan., asked Reist­ 
rup. “What you’re saying is that the gov­ 
ernment is going to have to be subsidiz­ 
ing Amtrak from here on out?” Resitrup 
replied that was “basically” correct. 
Oil tariff veto held in abeyance 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress de­ 
cided Tuesday to let President Ford’s 
veto of the oil tariff delay bill stand for 
the time being while the House pushed 
toward a compromise with Ford on an 
overall energy program before March 26. 
The House voted 364 to 57 to refer the 
vetoed bill to the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, which drafted the measure, and 
Chairman Ullman of Oregon said it 


would be held in abeyance as long as 
Ford’s voluntary suspension of oil tariff 
fees remains in effect. 


The Senate said earlier it would not act 
on the veto in view of Ford’s 60-day sus­ 
pension of the second and third dollar 
fees that were to bring the tariff on im­ 
ported oil to $3 a barrel by April I. 


The House vote came amid new talk of 


compromise with Ford on an 
overall 
energy program. 
Federal Energy Administration Frank 
Zarb told President Ford Tuesday after­ 
noon he hoped a compromise energy bill 
could be drafted in the next few weeks.

Mrs. Terry Dore of Arlington Heights 
couldn’t believe it. Not when a computer 
foulup has forced her fam ily into debt 
and to live off $20 a week for seven 
weeks on township general assistance. 
The Dores have not received an unem­ 
ployment check since Jan. 
18 even 
though Dore still is eligible. The problem 
was that a computer rejected the Dore 
unemployment claim because an earlier 
claim apparently was still in the comput­ 
er, Diann Ware of the governor’s Action 
Office said. 
To compound the problem, the Dores 
were not eligible for public assistance in 
the meantime because they were still 
technically receiving $99 a week 
in 
unemployment they were not getting, 
Mrs. Dore said. 
“ I can’t understand what is going on,** 
she said. “ I don’t see why we should 
have to go through so much rigamarole.” 


THIS IS THE first time the Dores have 
turned to welfare. In the past, Dore’s 
construction pay was enough for them 
to coast through the winter, but with the 
economy on a decline, the prospects of 
him returning to work this spnng have 
grown dimmer, Mrs. Dore said. 
She said they have had to borrow $800 
from a loan company and $350 from 
Dore's father. The interest payment for 
the commercial company loan is about 
$160 for two years, she added. 
“ You get so much in the hole in the 
winter,” Mrs. Dore explained. “ Now, you 
have to beg for unemployment — it s ri­ 
diculous.” 


WHAT DORE, his wife and three-year- 
old child have lived on is the temporary 
welfare payments made by Wheeling 
Township. They have received $20 a 
week for food and $113 for their Febru­ 
ary portion of the mortgage of the house 
shared between the fam ily and Dore’s fa­ 
ther. 
Mrs. Dore said they were ineligible for 
food stamps because they were living in 
the father’s home, but she noted all pay­ 
ments are split because the father faces 
heavy medical and funeral costs because 
of the recent death of Dore’s mother. 
Under 
unemployment 
compensation, 
the Dores would be receiving about $99 a 
week. “ We can coast along on $99 a 
week, but the $20 from the township is 
hard to live on, and we’ve had to borrow 
from my father-in-law,” Mrs. Dore said. 
“ We can’t buy things like toilet paper or 
soap. The money has to go for meat and 
food.” 
JA N E KLATT, director of social ser­ 
vices for W heeling Township, said it was 
not the first time she had heard of unem­ 
ployed persons plagued with financial 
troubles because of a welfare computer. 
“ There are several cases like that right 
now,” Mrs. Klatt noted. 
Delays in welfare payments and waits 
because of appointment backlogs have 
sent applicants to the townships to tide 
them over until the welfare payments of 
food stamps come in. Wheeling, Maine, 
Elk Grove and Schaumburg townships 
have all recorded at least double the gen- 
eral-assistance caseload because of the 
heavy welfare crunch. 
As for Mrs. Dore. she is still waiting 
by the mailbox, waiting for the $700 she 
estimates is owed to the family.

Editor’s note: Joseph A. Tecson and D. Daniel Baldino pre­ 
sent striking contrasts as they go about their business with 
the Regional Transportation Authority. They have their sim­ 
ilarities — both are active Republicans, both have lost elec­ 
tions for public office and both now represent suburban Cook 
County on the nine-member RTA board. But Baldino is an 
impatient 
young man. eager for action while Tecson 
reluctantly parts with his words and thoughts. Each may play 
a significant role in the future of mass transportation in the 
Chicago area, and these stories describe some of their 
thoughts and the background that led them to their present 
positions. 


Joseph Tecson sees post 
as temporary assignment 


Joseph A. Tecson is a member of the 
Regional Transportation Authority board 
now, but in a few years he expects to 
move on to something else. 
“I don’t believe in making a career out 
of everything I do.” he says. He is an 
attorney by profession and says he will 
retain that work for some time, having 
already turned down opportunities for 
judgeships. 
His life has been a series of quiet 
achievements, and even the public lime­ 
light generated by his RTA post has 
failed to crack his calm and conservative 
manner. 
TECSON HAS LONG been involved in 
Republican politics, having helped Sam 
Witwer win a primary contest for the 
U.S. Senate in 1959. Witwer lost to Sen. 
Paul Douglas, but Tecson went on to as­ 
sist other candidates in other races. He 
was selected to fill a township com­ 
mitteeman vacancy in 1966 and was re­ 
elected to that party post until he 
stepped down in 1974. ‘‘I decided some­ 
one else could do the job,” he said, ad­ 
ding he did not w7ant to make a career 
out of that job either. 
His own effort to win a seat in the Illi­ 
nois General Assembly as a state repre­ 
sentative failed, but Tecson later won 
election as delegate to the Illinois Con­ 
stitutional Convention. 
He served on the con-con executive ar­ 
ticles committee and then resumed his 
behind-the-scenes role in politics until his 
appointment to the RTA board. 
“I thought Con-Con was the greatest 
opportunity that could arise in a life­ 
line,” Tecson says, ‘‘but the RTA equals 
it.” 


DISCUSSING THE OTHER opportu­ 
nities he could have had, including a 
judgeship, Tecson says, ‘‘In terms of 
public benefit, I thought I should be 
where it’s most exciting, where the ac­ 
tion is. The decision (to serve on RTA) 
came during the energy crunch, and it 
was clear that public transit is going to 
be the thing that is gong to be the basis 
of a big part of the nation's economy. In 
time of stress, it has been showm that 
this nation can’t exist without a strong 
public transportation system.” 
At age 46, Tecson spends six days a 
week at his law practice, and he is reluc­ 
tant to give it up. ‘‘My decision to serve 
on the RTA board was not automatic. It 
was clearly controversial in the Illinois 
General Assembly, it was regional gov­ 
ernment and anathema to some people, 
and it w*as contrary7 to some feelings I 
had that we should be getting rid of some 
units of government. I wasn't sure how 
strong the board would be and I had to 
compare what else I could do." 
The decision to accept the appointment 
snowballed on Tecson. He was appointed 


temporary chairman and spokesman for 
the new board, and w»as constantly 
sought by the news media and area tran­ 
sit leaders. 
His temporary chairmanship duties are 
over, but Tecson still strongly supports 
the accomplishments of the board in its 
first six months of organization. 


DESPITE CRITICISM, he says, “The 
board couldn’t have done much more 
anyway. We have done a considerable 
amount under the circumstances — we 
are not allowing service to go down or 
rates to go up.” 
Tecson said stabilization is the first 
step in transit planning for the area, and 
he believes the board accomplished that 
despite a lack of staff and a long delay in 
selection of a full-time chairman. The 
next step will be improvement of ex­ 
isting facilities and the final stage will 
be addition of new services, he says. 
Tecson had no particular transit cre­ 
dentials when he was appointed to the 
board, but the interview7 process and a 
federally-funded transit inventory study 
have accelerated the board’s under­ 
standing of transportation, he says. “We 
were strangers when we first came to-

‘Firebrand’ Dan Baldino 
sees self as an activist

Dan Baldino’s heart is in the college 
classroom, but his second love is public 
service and politics. 
Baldino is the firebrand of the Region­ 
al Transportation Authority board who 
gave up a job he liked with the staff of 
State Sen. William Harris, former presi­ 
dent of the Senate. 
He received a lot of attention when he 
broke the deadlock of selection of a 
board chairman and swung his support 
to Milton Pikarsky, the choice of the four 
Chicago members of the board. He has 
since argued loudly against other propos­ 
als by the same city representatives, and 
has urged public exposure of the board’s 
business. 
“I THINK I am an activist,” the for­ 
mer college professor says. “I may not 
always do the right thing and the popular 
thing, but whenever I do act, I try to 


make that judgment with the facts at 
hand. I won’t vote if I don’t have the 
facts.” 
Baldino, an Evanston resident for six 
years, has the distinction of being the 
only RTA board member who was forced 
to give up his job to accept appointment 
to the six-county transportation agency, 
but he still says he was happy in his job 
with Harris. 
He has since devoted most of his time 
to the $25.000-a-year job on the RTA, and 
he is anxious to get things moving. His 
dark complexion and black hair are a 
contrast to his broad, flashing smile, but 
they are part of an ominous countenance 
when he is angry. 
The idea of two adversary factions — 
city and suburbs — on the RTA board 
does not appeal to Baldino, but he was

cautious in crossing over to support 
Pikarsky because there is a fear that 
five votes from Chicago could sway 
most of the RTA ’s money to the Chicago 
Transity Authority. 
BALDINO HAS been deeply involved in 
the RTA’s first steps because he is a 
member of the three-man committee 
t h a t e v a l u a t e s emergency grant 
requests. He has met with almost every 
transit carrier in the area and has par­ 
ticipated in the distribution of $37 million 
in emergency grants.

gether, and only tw’o of us had any tran­ 
sit experience. We feel confident now, 
and I ’m starting to feel confident.” 
BEC A U SE H E G REW up on Chicago’s 
North side, Tecson says he rode public 
transit most of his life. ‘‘When people 
talk about experimenting with a double- 
decker bus. I don’t have to experiment — 
I rode them on Michigan Avenue.” 
Although he was born in Chicago in 
1928 while his father was in the country 
to study medicine, the effects of the 
Depression and a new mouth to feed 
were too much, and the fam ily returned 
to the Philippines. Young Tecson re­ 
turned. however, and attended school in 
the city until his graduation from Lake 
View’ High School in 1945. 
He entered the U.S. Navy at age 17 and 
served as an air crewman and radio-ra- 
dar operator on an aircraft carrier until 
the end of World W ar II, when he re­ 
turned home and enrolled in Ripon Col­ 
lege in Wisconsin. 
H E TOOK AN accelerated class sched­ 
ule so he could graduate with a bach­ 
elor’s degree in three years and went on 
to law school. He worked his way up 
through the legal department of an insur­ 
ance company until he began his private 
practice. He is presently with the Abel J. 
DeHaan firm in Chicago. 
A resident of Riverside, Tecson led a 
15-community effort to stop construction

of the First Avenue expressway. His own 
home is in a quiet area of the old village, 
and his back slopes down to the Des 
Plaines River near First Avenue. 


Tecson s community is an important 
part of his life, and he talks freely of 
Riverside history, often recommending 
visits to the village. It is a quiet place 
for a quiet man who has skipped from 
one facet of public involvement to anoth­ 
er. 


“ What I want to avoid in the first year 
or two is taking the easy approach, the 
cosmetic approach to transportation. I 
don’t want the RTA to be another Am­ 
trak 
or 
Postal 
Department. 
If 
that 
means we’re going to get a lot of criti­ 
cism in the next year or two for not act­ 
ing, I ’m willing to bear up. If we don’t, 
we are going to pay the price two or IO 
years from now. It w ill be like quick­ 
sand, and we won’t be able to pull our­ 
selves up.” 


W ith requests for money coming from 
all directions, Baldino says he asks him­ 
self, ‘’do these projects fit into a regional 
plan?” The RTA has no staff to answer 
that question, so Baldino says he is look­ 
ing to the future on his own. “ We are 
going to have changes in such things as 
economy, housing and population. I ’ve 
been trying to immerse m yself in the 
RTA as much as I can. W e’re dealing 
with the whole question of new service.” 
Baldino’s background has been in gov­ 
ernment and education, and he took the 
long way around to his public post on the 
RTA. 


ED UCATED AT Notre Dame after 
growing up in M cHenry County, Baldino 
used his bachelor’s and master’s degrees 
in polical science to land a job at Niag­ 
ara University in New York where he 
taught government for two years. 


He returned to Illinois to teach at an 
experimental school, St. Dominick’s Col­ 
lege in St. Charles. There were no “ ma­ 
jors,” few required courses, and no 
grades. “ It had the types of things as a 
young professor I felt were important. 
There was a lack of concern for tradi­ 
tional rules, such as attendance,” he 
says. 
After some promises failed to mate­ 
rialize, Baldino started to look elsewhere 
for work. “ It was a very difficult thing to 
leave the academic world. I enjoyed 
teaching at Niagara.” 


Thinking back on his teaching days, 
Baldino becomes philosophical. “ I en­ 
joyed the opportunity to sit back and 
think, and I don’t believe you have that 
luxury in a semi-public or public posi­ 
tion,” he says. “ The advantage here 
(R T A ) is to be involved in decisions. 
Little tim e is devoted to the concept of 
what you are doing, but with this RTA 
plan, we’re starting a basic government, 
and that’s exciting.”

“ I EN JO Y ED seniors, and meeting 
with students. There is nothing more re­ 
warding than a professor-student rela­ 
tionship,” he says. 


Despite his love for the academic 
world. Baldino’s decision to stay in the 
Chicago area left him little choice for 
jobs except in junior colleges. 


He avoided the junior colleges because 
he didn't want to spend his time teaching 
introductory courses, Baldino said, so he 
went to the Civic Federation to find out 
about 
government-related 
job 
possi­ 
bilities. He knew some people there be­ 
cause his father-in-law had done public 
relations work for the federation, and a 
few days later he was offered a job. He 
became director of public affairs, legisla­ 
tion and writing or speech work. 


A few years of studying local govern­ 
ment for the federation, particularly at 
the county level, led Baldino to the con­ 
clusion that suburban residents were not 
receiving adequate representation from 
their commissioners on the county board. 
He resigned from the federation and pre­ 
sented his credentials to the 1974 slating 
committee, but was turned down. The de­ 
cision made him angry. “ There was no 
doubt in my mind I had equal or better 
credentials than the then-county board 
members. They believed I would accept 
the county assessor spot on the Republi­ 
can ballot.” 


A FT ER SOM E threats of limning inde­ 
pendently against the 
GOP prim ary 
slate, Baldino changed his mind, believ­ 
ing he could not raise the large amount 
of money that would be needed or a suc­ 
cessful campaign, although he had some 
support 
from 
Evanston’s 
6th 
Ward, 
where he was co-committee chairman. 


“ The RTA post w*as not part of the 
deal to withdraw,” he said. “ The thought 
of an RTA appointment never crossed 
my mind. It was a combination of acci­ 
dent and compromise.”

trim new budget 


Gov. 
Daniel 
Walker 
has 
de­ 
servedly gained the reputation as a 
“high-roller” 
in 
the 
gambling 
game of politics. 
It is a style which is variously 
decried or admired by politicos or 
political observers throughout the 
state, depending on their particu­ 
lar point of view. 
From the beginning of his some­ 
what sudden entrance into politics 
at the state level, Walker has been 
an impresario of the unlikely and 
the unexpected. It seems evident 
that he has been, on the whole, suc­ 
cessful insofar as the political por­ 
tion of his role. 


That 
success 
has 
been 
engi­ 
neered in large part through a near 
genius for converting stands on 
controversial issues into popular 
support, no matter what it may 
cost him in loyalty from others 
claiming the label of Democrats, 
or in lack of cooperation from the 
opposition Republicans. 
In his latest move as governor. 
Walker has been faithful to his 
style as a big-stakes gambler. His 
budget proposal for the 1975-76 fis­ 
cal year says nothing less than that 
t h e 
S t a t e of 
Illinois 
should 
spend every available nickel, and 


pray for a better tomorrow. 


In his proposal for record state 
expenditures of $10.75 billion, the 
governor has declared that we are 
now at a point where we can no 
longer save a penny for a rainy 
day. The rainy day for which we 
have saved, he tells us, is now upon 
us. 


Budget analysts, amateur and 
professional, immediately agreed 
on the theory that Walker’s spend- 
it-all gambit is based on a gamble 
that the economy will turn upward 
later in this fiscal year. This would 
mean that Dan Walker would be 
credited with a bold venture, the 
state would remain solvent and his 
economic genius would draw sup­ 
port for him for the presidential or 
vice 
presidential 
nomination 
in 
1976. 


There is wide agreement that if 
Walker’s gamble fails, a tax in­ 
crease is inevitable a year from 
now. The legislature, therefore, is 
obliged to pull in the reins on Walk­ 
er’s free-wheeling spending gallop. 
If the economy does not cooper­ 
ate — and if Walker’s economic 
plan is carried out — the State of 
Illinois could enter fiscal 
1976-77 
with no money in the bank. That 
could mean political disaster for 
Dan Walker, but he has indicated 
he is willing to let the chips fall 
where they may for political candi­ 
dates in 1976. 
If you admire 
gamblers, you 
have to give Walker credit for the 
way he is willing to play the chips. 
But the disquieting thing about all 
this is that he is playing with our 
chips. 


Identity crisis 


The name of your local school 


may be spelled C-O-N-F-U-S-I-O-N, 


judging from a recent Herald sur­ 


vey of identical names for local 
schools. 


There are 
36 schools 
in the 
Northwest suburbs that share their 
names with other schools. Such gi­ 
ants of Americana as Addams, 
E i n s t e i n , Eisenhower, Frost, 
Holmes, Lincoln and MacArthur 
are honored twice in our area, and 


the result's as much confusion as 
you can imagine. 
It would be far easier, of course, 
if 18 names were changed, but that 
act would require the cooperation 
of 15 school boards (in other words, 
it’s impossible). All we can suggest 
is this: if you want to chew out 
your child's teacher or principal, 
it s best to make certain that your 
anger is focused on the proper 
school in the proper district. Usual­ 
ly, it’s more effective that way. 


The lighter side 


It’s the ‘chicken’ economic view

WASHINGTON - If asked to pick 
the greatest congressional phrasema- 
ker of this decade, I would un­ 
hesitatingly name Rep. Tom Steed, 
D-Okla. 
For it was Steed who once ob­ 
served that “the chickens come 
home to roost when you get down to 
the meat of the coconut.” Truly 
words to live by. 
I now forget in what context Steed 
uttered that immortal line, but its 
universality is such that it applies to 
many situations and conditions. The 
economy, for instance. 
The inflationary-recessionary con­ 
ditions that exist today undoubtedly 
are one manifestation of the prin­ 
ciple that Steed enunciated so vivid- 
iy- 
E c o n o m i c interaction between 
chickens and coconuts had been rec­ 
ognized previously, of course. 


The roosting metaphor was first 
used as an economic cliche by Dr. 
Sigmund Waterstock, the famed 19th 
C e n t u r y Zurich economist and 
gnome. 
In his classic treatise, “Hen House 
Capitalism,” Waterstock, w'ho had 
some sort of poultry fetish, repeated­ 
ly refers to government budgetary 


deficits as “chickens.” 
“Eventually,” he wrote, “these 
chickens will come home to roost and 
then — hoo boy!!” 
Waterstock appeared to be warning 
that money borrowed by the govern­ 
ment to make up these deficits would 
eventually have to be paid back — 
with interest. At wTiich time the en­ 
tire economy would lay an egg. 
Initially — the book was published 
in 1803 — Waterstock's warning had 
little impact on economic theory and 
thinking. 
Such neglect is understandable. 
Economists of that era had not estab­ 
lished wTiat it was that triggered the 
homeward instincts of roosting chick­ 
ens. 
The celebrated British economist, 
John Maynard Tumipblood, came 
close to hitting the target in the 1920s 
with his book on “Palm Tree Pros­ 
perity.” 


He used the “coconut” metaphor to 
represent any sort of economic mea­ 
sure — a tax increase, for example 
— that you would hate to have drop 
on your head.

Recession blocking the way 
Galena fights to keep tradition alive 


GALENA (U P I) — The historic town 
of Galena has been in sort of a per­ 
manent recession ever since the 1960s. 
Now local leaders are trying to dig it out, 
but the national recession is getting in 
the way. 
Tucked in the hilly northwest corner of 
Illinois, Galena has a population of only 
3,900. But almost 300.000 tourists visit the 
town annually to see its 125-year-old 
Main Street, its antique shops and the 
home of Gen. Ulysses S. Grant. 
Galena, Latin for lead sulphide, was a 
booming lead mining town in 1845, the 
wealthiest in the state. Then the rail­ 
roads diverted commerce from the Ga­ 
lena River and economically the town 
has been on the downhill ever since. 
IRO N ICALLY. THE LACK of economic 
activity, average per capita income in 
1972 was $3,906, accounts in no small 
part for the historical charm of the city. 
“ Galena’s dying on the vine since the 
1960s is probably the best thing that ever 
happened to her.” Mayor Frank Einswei- 
ler says. “ If we had had any of the eco­ 
nomic activities other communities have 
had, 
Galena 
would 
have 
been 
de­ 
stroyed.” 
Einsweiler, a native of Galena and 
mayor since 1973, is among a group of 
leading citizens who feel it’s time to 
bring the city into the economic main­ 
stream — without destroying its histori­ 
cal treasures. But their efforts are run­ 
ning up against the recession. 
HAROLD MUCHOW, manager of the 
local power company and president of a 
Galena development group, is trying to 
attract manufacturing firms to the area 
so Galena residents w ill not have to trav­ 
el across the Mississippi River to Du­ 
buque, Iowa, to work. 
“ We had what we thought was a very 
good prospect,” Muchow said, “ but this 
economic thing came along and the com­ 
pany said to cancel all plans. Businesses 
have really pulled in their necks.” 
Einsweiler is looking for their major 
new’ developments, including a quality 
department store, new’ hotels and restau­ 
rants, a marina on the Galena River and 
perhaps a summer stock theatre to give 
the tourists something to do at night. 
H E FEA RS A continuing recession w ill 
make it more difficult to attract such 
new’ businesses, but he says he may seek 
a little help to get the ball rolling. 
“ I ’m even thinking of calling Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley,” he said, smil­ 
ing. “ I need an in, you see.” 
Even an “ in,” won’t help, however, un­ 
less Einsweiler finds the right kind of 
developer, since citizens have made it 
clear through referendum they do not 
want renovation if it means destroying 
the 125-year-old buildings on Main Street 
or the historic structures on Galena’s 
side streets.

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“ What Galena needs is a developer 
who has a feeling for w’hat Galena repre­ 
sents,” Einsweiler said, “ not the kind 
who goes in and knocks things down. 
There’s a tremendous opportunity here, 
but so far, the smart money hasn’t seen 
it.” 
IN FACT, GALENA hasn’t been seeing 
enough of any type of money recently, 
with more and more local people shop­ 
ping and working in Dubuque. 
Arnold Moes, 74, who has owned a 
drug store on Main Street for 46 years 


and is about to retire, says business is 
not what it used to be. 
“ I’ve noticed a difference in the last 
three to four years,” he said. “ It used to 
be on a Saturday you couldn’t get 
through the street. Now’, you could go out 
there and shoot a gun, and nobody would 
get hurt.” 
TH ERE ARE POSITIV E signs, though. 
Young people are staying in the area, 
renovating old homes, and some from 
Chicago have made permanent moves to 
Galena. There is a relatively new ski re­ 


sort nearby that brings business to the 
town and two new summer-home type 
developments that also help the area 
economy. 
Einsweiler and others say they are op­ 
timistic that, if the recession doesn't get 
too bad, they can put Main Street in the 
money again without destroying its his­ 
tory or making it garish. 
“ We don’t want to be another Wiscon­ 
sin Dells,” and we don’t want to be too 
big,” Einsweiler says. “ We just want to 
be real interesting.”

Profit taking lowers market; Dow down 5.24 


NEW YORK (U P I) — The stock mar­ 
ket came out a loser Tuesday after an 
intense battle between profit takers and 
buyers on the New York Stock Ex­ 
change. It was the seventh busiest ses­ 
sion in NYSE history. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, off 
around two points early and up around 
four later, lost 5.24 to 770.89 for the day. 


It was only the 16th loss for the Dow in 
48 sessions this year. 


Standard & Poor’s 500-stock index fell 
0.59 to 84.36. The average price of a 
NYSE common share decreased by 17 
cents. Declines topped advances, 742 to 
708, among the 1,820 issues crossing the 
tape. 


THE TURNOVER OF 31,280,000 shares 


was sharply higher than the 25,890,000 
traded Monday and went down in the 
record books as the sixth heaviest ses­ 
sion in NYSE history ahead of the 
29,740.000 traded Jan. 30. 


Those issues which paced the recent 
market spurts — the glamors, airlines 
and chemicals — were hardest hit in this 
session’s profit taking. 


Prices closed higher in heavy trading 
on the American Stock Exchange. The 
average price of an Amex share in­ 
creased by two cents. Volume totaled 
3,411,000 shares, up from the 3,184,000 
traded Monday. 
In the Amex options, 7,423 contracts 
were traded, compared with 6,546 Mon­ 
day. Walt Disney April 40s led the ac­ 
tives, off I 1/8 to 5>/4 on 500 contracts. U. 


S. Steel April 50s followed, up 3 8 to 44 
on 327 contracts. Gulf Oil April 20s were 
third, unchanged at I on 201 contracts 
On the Chicago Board Options Ex­ 
change, 57.906 contracts were traded, 
compared with 49,145 Monday. Inter­ 
national Telephone & Telegraph April 20s 
led the actives, up 18 to 14.

AMG flooded with orders for Pacer 


DETROIT (U P I) - The success of 
American Motors’ new small, wide Pa­ 
cer in just two weeks has resulted in a 32 
per cent increase in production and pos­ 
sibly no more plant shutdowns for the 
smallest of the major U.S. automakers. 


AMO President William Luneburg said 
Monday there has been a flood of orders 
from dealers since the car was in­ 
troduced Feb. 28 and dealers report the 
“ heaviest floor traffic in more than a 
decade.” The first sales figures for the 
new small car won’t be available until 
Thursday. 


An AMC spokesman said no plant shut­ 
downs are planned for next week, but 960 
of the firm’s 23,000 hourly workers re­ 
main on indefinite layoff. Industry ob­ 
servers said the success of the Pacer 
could mean no more temporary shut­ 
downs by AMC in the current model 
year. 


T H IS W E E K , just two of the industry’s 
58 car and truck assembly plants are 
closed — the fewest since last November 
— and 212,000 workers are off the job. 


AMC is the only company so far to out­ 
line production plans for next week. 


Luneburg said Pacer production will 
be stepped up next Monday from 530 to 
700 a day. This will add another 13,000 
Pacers to 1975-model production sched­ 
ules that could end the model year this 
fall with more than 90.000 Pacers being 
built. 


One Lansing, Mich., dealer said the in­ 
crease may not even be enough becaues 
of the reception the car has received. 
“ In another 45 days, they may have to 
increase production again,” said Bob 
Baker of Baker AMC. “ The car is a suc­ 
cess. It kind of surprised me a bit be­ 
cause I wasn’t sure if the public was 
ready for something this radical. But ev­ 
erybody likes it.” 


Eugene Amoroso, 
AMC's executive 
sales director, said early figures indicate 
a number of “ no-trades” indicating a 
number of people are buying the Pacer 
as a second car.” Luneburg said the 
daily production rate for AMC’s two oth­ 
er small cars — the Gremlin and Hornet 


— is being reduced from 670 cars a day 
to 460 to make room for the added Pacer 
output.

Gas producers see bonanza if federal regulations lifted 


DALLAS (UPI) — Consumers, produc­ 
ers and distributors in gas-rich states 
say eliminating federal regulations from 
interstate natural gas prices would in­ 
crease supplies nationwide and boost the 
base, or wellhead, price by a whopping 
600 per cent. 
That’s what the Federal Power Com­ 
mission wants to do for gas from wells 
drilled after Jan. I, 1973. Gasmen are 
over joyed. 
As one public service company man­ 
ager put it: For the first time since fed­ 
eral regulation began in the 1950s, “the 
people in the East are going to be paying 
their fair share of the cost of gas too.” 
THE FPT MADE its recommendations 
in the first part of a report based on a 
four-year study of the natural gas in­ 
dustry. The report could become the 
basis for federal laws drastically re­ 
vamping current industry regulations. 
Almost like an exclamation point at the 
end of the report, Federal Price Comr. 
Rush Moody Jr., Midland, Tex., resign­ 
ed, saying he could no longer tolerate 
“the failure of natural gas regulation” 
and Congressional energy leaders who 
“continue to deceive the American 
people into the belief that wellhead price 
regulation serves the iublic interest.” 
But consumers in nonproducing stat es, 
caught between soaring prices and sink­ 
ing supplies, are not particularly wild 
about deregulation. 
U.S. Sen. Ernest Rollings, D-S.C., in- 


Pilots hit 


foreign use 


of I .S. fuel 


Pilots for United Airlines are wTiting 
letters to Congress protesting foreign use 
of domestic jet fuel. 
Pilot J. Vincent Swinney of Arlington 
Heights said letters are going to the Pub­ 
lic Works and Transportation Committee 
and the Senate and House subcommittees 
on aviation, seeking repeal of the 1974 
act that regulates allocation of aviation 
fuel. 
Foreign carriers should be using bond­ 
ed fuel that is reserved for their use, 
Swinney said, but because it now costs 
more than domestic fuel, they are able to 
tap into the nation’s supply. He said 18 
per cent, or 50,000 barrels a day, of U. S. 
jet fuel is being used by foreign airlines. 
“If there is a shortage, why are we al­ 
lowing this?” he said. 
Swinney said the practice is happening 
b e c a u s e some regulations slipped 
through while Congress was trying to 
help Pan-Am. The repeal is being sought 
in the interest of all domestic pilots and 
airlines, he said.

regulation on interstate markets and ex­ 
tend it to intrastate markets. Howlings 
bill, quickly and heavily attacked by pro­ 
ducer-state congressmen, would also es­ 
tablish a natonwide allocation system for 
natural gas. 
TEXAS GOV. Dolph Briscoe predicts 
such a system w'ould cause a severe 
depression and, for practical purposes, 
end gas exploration. Louisiana Gov. Ed­ 
win Edwards, whose state has huge gas 


potential in its tidelands, says deregula­ 
tion is “definitely a step in the right di­ 
rection.” 
Regulation at lowrer than “natural” 
prices reduced incentives to find new gas 
while the bargain rates increased con­ 
sumer demand. This, Edwards says, 
caused the shortages most areas now 
suffer. 
A Shell Oil Co. spokesman in Houston 
says the price increase would not be 
huge proportionately because the well­ 


head price of interstate gas now is only 
about one fourth of the individual con­ 
sumer’s bill. The other 75 per cent goes 
to pipeline companies. 
THE WELLHEAD price currently is 
regulated federally only on gas produced 
in one state and sold in another. The in­ 
terstate price range is 30 to 50 cents per 
thousand cubic feet. Intrastate gas, sub­ 
ject only to supply and demand condi­ 
tions, is about $1.90 per thousand cubic 
feet. 


Most officials say an unregulated inter­ 
state market would allow prices to level 
off between $1 and $2 per thousand cubic 
feet, depending mainly on supply and de­ 
mand. 
“With the removal of restraints the 
price won’t go wild,” says Norman Rul­ 
ings, senior vice president of Oklahoma 
Natural Gas in Tulsa. “It will rise to a 
level somewhere in the neighborhood of 
new crude oil.” 
Hulings says the pnce would be more 


like $1.75. Louisiana’s Edwards believes 
about $1.25. “But that's still a cheap 
price when compared to the equivalent 
BTUs in fuel oil or coal,” Edwards says. 
J. T. Deely, head of the Public Service 
Co. of San .Antonio, Tex. which already 
faces high prices, hopes for deregulation. 
“Certainly it’s going to result in a situ­ 
ation where the small gas and oil people 
can get into the market and work at it,” 
he says. “I think it’s going to encourage 
exploration.”

Lift 
weights 
in moderation 


I am 13 and started lifting weights regularly. Then someone 
told me that lifting weights would hinder my bones. He said 
that anyone younger than 17 should not be lifting weights. 
It was mentioned if you lift weights now, you would not be 
able to build your muscles to their full capacity later, when 
your bones are finished growing. My question is, should I still 
lift weights or should I stop until my bones have matured? 
Also is it all right to do a lot of pushups and other muscle 
developing exercises? 
Like so many other things, it is a question of getting enough 
but not going to wretched excess. 
Of course you can lift weights. I think, though, that very 
young boys should concentrate on developing muscle endur­ 
ance with relatively light weights rather than progressively 
increasing the weights to very large loads. 
The truth is that small weights will help you to develop 
good bone structure. Certainly any exercise that involves lift­ 
ing your own body is not harmful. Here I would include devel­ 
oping your capacity to do pushups, chinups, situps and at 
least modified knee bends. In general a good all around calis­ 
thenic exercise program will help you develop good muscles 
and good bones. 
You don’t need to overdo weight lifting to develop good 
muscles. Don’t try to lift weights that you can’t lift easily 
three times in a row. Lifting that weight more than 12 times 
more often than three days a week will not speed up muscle 
development. More frequent lifts may even slow muscle 
growth. 
I’m 16 years old, male, and am 5’ feet I ” . I ’m also 20 
pounds overweight. I try and try, but I just can’t lose that 
extra weight. I walk four miles almost every day and only eat 
half a cucumber for lunch, but my mother makes me eat 
more for dinner. I just don’t know what to do. I ’m afraid I ’ll 
never lose that much weight. Maybe if I start to grow it will 
help. Please give me a couple of tips. 
Some young men go through this stage. And, you are right 
that you may still grow in height and get some heip that way. 
Meanwhile why don’t you make arrangements at one of the 
gym facilities in your area to start some form of weight 
training program in addition to your daily walks. That might 
help more than you realize. 
You should also see your family doctor and be sure you 
don’t have some medical problem that is slowing you down, 
like low-thyroid function. Your doctor also may want to check 
out your endocrine (hormone) system. Low-thyroid function 
sometimes slows down growth as does other endocrine prob­ 
lems. 
Perhaps your mother could help you if she would concen­ 
trate on giving you foods low in fats and carbohydrates even 
for that evening meal.

Taking vitamin C 
won9t help prevent 
colds, doctors say

Two sets of medical researchers re­ 
ported Monday that vitamin C will not 
prevent or cure the common cold. 
One group said the effects of ascorbic 
acid (vitamin C) on the number of colds 
“ seem to be nil.** 


The other report said various tests 
have not established the safety of large, 
sustained doses of ascorbic acid. 


The studies were published In the Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical Assn. 
Six doctors reported on tests made 
among 311 employes of the National In­ 
stitute of Health, Bethesda, Md., to study 
the effects of vitamin C as a cold pre­ 
ventive. 


HALF THE institute’s employes at the 
government 
medical-research 
center 
took regular doses of vitamin C for nine 
months while the other half took a harm­ 
less and useless substance. 


“ The effects of ascorbic add on the 
number of colds seems to be nil, and the 
effects on severity are clinically inr 
significant,” their article said. 


Two other doctors reviewed in the 
AMA Journal the clinical data published 
since 1938 on the efficacy of pharmacolo­ 
gical doses of ascorbic acid in preventing 
or curing colds. A preface to their report 
said: 


“ Although one study tentatively sup­ 
ports the hypothesis that such doses of 
ascorbic acid may be efficacious, a sec­ 
ond study by the same group did not con­ 
firm the significant findings and no 
clear, reproductible pattern of efficacy 
has emerged from the review of all the 
evidence. 


“ Sim ilarly,” the report said, “ there is 
little adequate evidence on either the 
presence or the absence of serious ad­ 
verse reactions to such doses of ascorbic 


Surgical aid 
for stroke 
victims seen 


CLEVELAND (U P I) — Dramatic sur­ 
gical relief for stroke victims could be 
available by 1980 or sooner if ex­ 
periments at Cleveland Metropolitan 
General Hospital are successful. 
Dr. Robert J. White, head of the de­ 
partment of neurosurgery’ at the hospital, 
envisions an end to some of the debilitat­ 
ing effects of strokes through immediate 
surgery to restore the flow of blood and 
its vital oxygen to an area of the brain 
starved by blockage in a vessel. 
Working with him on the project is Dr. 
\oshiro Takaoka, a specialist in surgery 
on vessels barely visible to the eye. They 
hope to take the known techniques of 
vein grafts and couple them with a 
brain-cooling process developed by White 
to increase blood flow to the affected 
area of the brain — thereby halting 
death of brain tissue in the earliest pos­ 
sible stages of strokes. 
TAKAOKA HAS been performing mi­ 
crosurgery for more than four years, 
concentrating the past year on grafting 
vessels in rat brains. Within the next few 
months Takaoka will attempt to reduce 
the damage done by an artifically in­ 
duced stroke in the brain of a monkey by 
grafting a blood vessel from the animal’s 
neck into the affected area. 
“ Our approach is unique in that all 
work done so far in stroke with jumped 
grafts has been done on people who have 
already recovered and are not going to 
die,” White said. 
“ The idea would be to deliver a new 
vessel from the neck or face by pulling it 
through the skull and sewing it on. Some 
aspects of this have been tried but only 
after the patient has recovered,” he said. 
“ Our idea would be to undertake this and 
do it in the acute phase with hypo­ 
thermia.” 
HYPOTHERMIA MEANS cooling the 
blood to lower the brain's metabolism 
and drastically reduce the brain’s need 
for new oxygen and glucose. White says 
by cooling the blood with a heat ex­ 
changer, surgery time can be extended 
to “ between 45 and 60 minutes without 
brain damage. 
“ Without hypothermia you only have 3 
to 5 minutes or there’s further damage,” 
he said.

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Changing attitude toward open schools 


Outside noise is kept out 
but don’t anybody sneeze! 


A 747 jumbo .jet could soar over the roof of Friendship 
Junior High School, Des Plaines, without its noise disturbing 
the classes inside. 
But a properly timed sneeze could disrupt as many as four 
classes at the same time in the building, which was built to 
keep outside noises out. but has district educators wringing 
their hands trying to figure out how to solve the unexpected 
problem of noise inside the building. 
Located a few miles from the end of an O’Hare Airport 
runway, the building was designed to be quiet, according to 
district architects. Jet noise, a rooftop air conditioner and 
street noise is virtually shut off as the door closes behind a 
\isitor to the school. 
B IT IN SID E TH E SCHOOL, the lack of ordinary back­ 
ground noise has accentuated tile noise in the classroom so 
that a normal discussion carries over into other areas, caus­ 
ing distractions. 
Friendship was built with an open-classroom concept. 
Bright orange carpeted hallways lead to the five “ pod” 
areas. Each pod houses four classes which are situated 
around a square room in the middle of the pod. 
The noise — or lack of noise — problem was brought to the 
attention of the Dist. 59 Board of Education within months 
after the school opened in September 1973. The board hired 
Bolt, Beranck and Newman, the sound engineering firm that 
studied the Presidential tapes during the Watergate in­ 
vestigation, to study acoustics in the building. 
THE FIRM CAME CP with a four step plan that called for 
the piping in of background noise or “ white sound” and in­ 
stallation of additional ceiling and wall tiles to reduce the 
reverberation of classroom noise. 
Installing the white sound system, which cost about $7,000, 
was the first corrective step taken. The system actually 
makes no sound audible to the human ear, but emits sound­ 
waves which distort noise in the building, helping to create 
background noise. 
The system was turned on recently, without the knowledge 
of building staff, who reported no change in the sound prob­ 
lems in the building. So Monday, the board of education au­ 
thorized moving to phase two of the plan. New. sound absorb­ 
ing ceiling tiles w ill be installed in one “ pod” area in an 
attempt to cut down noise. The tiles will cost about $900 for 
one pod. 
STA FF AT TH E SCHOOL are quick to point out that the 


educational process in the building is not breaking down be­ 
cause of acoustical problems. 
“ Teachers are working together in order to minimize 
noise,” said Philip Zarob. associate principal. 
Indeed teachers at the building are learning all the angles, 
when it comes to cutting down on noise. Some have learned to 
stand in a particular spot in the classroom when talking, the 
spot which means the minimum of carryover into the adjoin­ 
ing classes. 
Teachers in the pod areas work closely together, coordinat­ 
ing activities. “ They have modified their teaching style to 
adapt to the situation,” said Zarob. 


“ ABOVE ALL W E WANT to maintain a certain degree of 
openness,” said Zarob. “ The teachers have a preference for it. 
We find that students get a better concept of community and 
pick up values at a faster rate,” in an open setting. 
Although many suggestions have been made to improve 
sound conditions at the school, nobody has been able to agree 
that there really is a noise problem. 
“ Noise and visual problems are always a matter of opin­ 
ion.” said John Foster, a partner in the engineering firm 
which designed the building, Berger-Kellev and Associates, 
Champaign. “ A man who works in a boiler factory would 
have a different definition of what is noise than someone else. 
He's conditioned to the noise.” said Foster. 
“ We’ve designed other schools that aren't exactly alike, but 
are very similar. They have no problems,” said Foster. “ But 
maybe nobody is complaining.” 


IF THE COMBINATION of white sound and ceiling panels 
are not successful, the third phase of the program proposed 
by the sound engineers calls for sound absorbing tiles to be 
installed on the walls of the large classroom areas. If that 
does not work, phase four calls for the addition of acoustical 
tile in all classroom areas. 
Building staff emphasize classes will carn’ on despite any 
problem with noise, but emphasize that they want the best 
classroom environment possible. 
Above all, the whole issue of noise does not seem to be 
affecting the student body. 
Foster said he was impressed by the students on his visits 
to the school. 
“That's one of the happiest bunch of kids I’ve ever seen,” 
he said.

In tile mid-1960's, one of the most im­ 
portant words in education was “ in­ 
novation,” and one of the mast important 
innovations was the “ open-space school ” 
The open-space school did not have sol­ 
id interior walls between classrooms. It 
had a “ learning center” instead of a li­ 
brary. And, most importantly, it re­ 
quired a new “ open” way of teaching 
which did not allow- teachers to seat chil­ 
dren in rigid rows or to insist that each 
child be on the same page of a book. 
T h e o p e n-space school, 
instead, 
allowed teachers to work with large 
groups of children at one time, or to 
break a group into small groups. The 
learning center was available for inde­ 
pendent study. The children were to be 
allowed to make choices — to decide for 
themselves what activities to pursue. 
IN THE DECADE since the first 
schools were built without w-alls between 
the classrooms, many of the innovations 
have become commonplace. Even tradi­ 
tional schools with traditional classrooms 
are less likely to rely on a rigid “ every- 
body-sitting-in rows” structure that typi­ 
fied public education for years. 
At the same time, however, the schools 
which were designed on the open plan, 
including Juliette Low School, which was 
built in 1964 by Elk Grove Towiiship Dist. 
59 at the beginning of the movement to­ 
ward openness, and Berkley School, 
which was planned by Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25 a few years later, have gone 
through changes. 
The biggest change is in the attitude of 
educators toward the open-space school. 
Quite simply, most have come to the con­ 
clusion that the loose structure and wide- 
variety of activities in the open-space 
school do not work for every child, every 
teacher, or every parent. 
Roger Bardwell, who was superintend­ 


ent of Dist. 59 when Low School was built 
and is now* back in the district, says, 
“ During the 1950s and 1960s we were 
searching for a recipe that would work 
with all children and we really believed 
we were going to find it. Now there is 
more of an insistence that there must be 
options open for parents. In the future 
we won t be able to say there is one sys­ 
tem of education that is good for every­ 
body.” 
In addition to that basic change in atti­ 
tude, which has lead some districts to 
adopt policies to allow parents to trans­ 
fer their children from one school to an­ 
other, the way open schools operate has 
evolved over the years. 
JOANN ROSSI, learning center director 
at Low, has seen that school change — 
for the better — since she started work 
there seven years ago. “ I came from a 
traditional school, and I almost quit my 
first year here. It wras completely open 
and it seemed that children could do any­ 
thing they wanted to do,” she says. 
At that time, Mrs. Rossi says, the staff 
at Low was divided, sometimes bitterly, 
over teaching techniques. Some teachers, 
she says, believed in the complete open­ 
ness and were so involved with team 
teaching that “ even if you wanted to, you 
couldn’t pull yourself away and work 
alone.” 
Staff changes occurred over the years, 
however, and Low changed. Today, some 
teachers combine their classes for team 
teaching but others do not. Some teach­ 
ers allow* their children quite a bit of 
unstructured free time, while others keep 
closer track of the students, even when 
they use the learning center. 
Sol Minkoff, Low principal, also has 
seen some changes in the way children 
react since he started there as principal 
five years ago. “ When I first came here 
I was concerned with a group of children

say children often adjust to the open­ 
ness of Low before adults who are 
used to traditional schools do. 


Research shows 
various types 
of schools Hood 


Scientific research on the difference 
between students in traditional schools 
and open-space schools generally con­ 
firms what seems like common sense to 
most educators — many children do 
equally well in both kinds of schools, but 
some children do better in one school 
than in the other. 
A recent study in Oklahma City, for 
example, found that reading scores im­ 
proved among students in open-space 
classes, 
while 
arithmetic 
scores 
re­ 
mained the same. A study in Houston, 
Tex., found that, over the long run, stu­ 
dents seemed to benefit from open space 
and 
developed 
good 
feelings 
about 
school. 
A study conducted last spring by the 
University of Illinois-Chicago Circle for 
the Oak Park school district found that 
gains in academic achievement were 
made by children in open-space classes 
in second and third grade, but not in 
fourth grade. The study also found that 
the 
younger 
children 
in 
open-space 
classes were more fluent in discussing 
subjects orally than children in closed 
classes. 
The study also found that, while most 
children made friends as easily in an 
open classroom as in a closed classroom, 
“ about IO per cent of the children in open 
space 
have 
more 
difficulty 
making 
friends than these same children would 
have had if they had been in self-contain­ 
ed classrooms.” 
Researchers also found that, in Oak 
Park at least, creative children have 
higher self-esteem in open-space classes 
than they do in self-contained classes, 
but that “ children who were neither 
creative nor intelligent had much lower 
self-esteem in open space.” 


One consistent theme among parents, 
however, whether they are happy or un­ 
happy about the schools, is an emphasis 
on the quality of teachers. One mother, 
angry about what she feels is an ex­ 
cessive “ openness” in her neighborhood 
school, says that her child’s teacher 
“ doesn’t 
seem 
to know 
what 
she's 
doing.” Another mother, as pleased with 
her school as the other is unhappy, com­ 
ments, “ My child’s teacher would be 
good anywhere. Walls don’t make a 
classroom — it’s the teacher and stu­ 
dents who make the classroom.”

who were acting up and disruptive. Now I 
don't see that problem so much any­ 
more,” he says. “ That may be because 
we have diverse teaching methods and 
approaches and take those differences 
into consideration when we place chil­ 
dren in classes.” 


AT B ER K LE Y SCHOOL in Arlington 
Heights, which opened in 
1970, the 
change has been even more dramatic. 
Berkley opened with about 80 children in 
kindergarten through second grade. At 
that time, the school was completely 
open with no walls separating class­ 
rooms. 


Berkley today has about 400 students 
— and it has movable walls that are used 
to separate its classrooms. The change, 
according to Principal Bernice Gliege, is 
partly the result of the rapid enrollment 
growth at the school and partly because 
of the need for the flexibility that closed 
classrooms provide. 


“ We found we could use the space we 
have better with walls,” she says. “ With 
open space you have to keep a space be­ 
tween classes, while with walls you can 
use all the space up to the w all.” 
At Berkley now it is not unusual to find 
one class completely closed, another with 
one or two w’alls partly closed and still 
another completely combined with the 
class next door. “ It depends on the 
teacher and it depends on what they are 
doing,” Mrs. Gliege says. “ We found that 
when we were completely open, you had 
to have more structure in a class or 
you'd have complete chaos.” 


schools 
operate, 
educators 
generally 
agree that many of the innovations are 
good and have spread to other schools. 
“ There are many positive results to 
the open-space arrangement,” Bardwell 
says. “ Adults can work together better 
and a poor teacher can't use illegitimate 
ways to run a classroom because she is 
open to scrutiny by her fellow teachers.” 
In addition, both Bardwell and others in­ 
volved with open space agree that, while 
team teaching may not wrork for every 
group of teachers, it is a good idea in 
some situations. 
Some parents resist the idea of open 
schools, while others are enthusiastic 
about it. And, Bardwell said, educators 
have in the past IO years learned to lis­ 
ten to the parents. “ The parents are 
more able and willing to take part in 
their children’s education than in the 
past. We can’t tell them any more that 
we know’ best because we’re educators — 
they know we don’t,” he says. 


Bardwell sees the future trend to be 
toward offering alternatives for parents 
who believe their children, for one rea­ 
son or another, won't do well in an open 
school and need a more traditional class­ 
room. “ The ideal situation would be to 
have the options available within a single 
school.” he says. “ We’ve learned that 
the open space schools are a different 
enough environment 
that 
if 
parents 
aren't prepared to accept it, it can be 
disastrous.” 
THE CRITICISM parents 
make of 
open-space schools range from concern 
about excessive noise to worry that the 


children will be offered choices in what 
to study and so won’t learn the “ basics.” 
Mrs. Rossi says she has seen children at 
Low, for example, who simply can’t con­ 
centrate with many activities going on 
around them. 
Joan Klussman, a member of the 
board of education of Dist. 25, worked 
actively to get the movable walls in­ 
stalled when one of her daughters ran 
into trouble in wide-open Berkley School. 
“ Some teachers love and flourish in com­ 
plete openness,” Mrs. Klussman says, 
“ but others are better off with the oppor­ 
tunity for wTalls. And since some adults 
feel more comfortable in one type of set­ 
ting than in another, I think it makes 
sense that children are the same way.” 
Even while parents worry about the ef­ 
fects of open space, however, other par­ 
ents take a look at the schools and are 
won over. Patricia Lane, who has chil­ 
dren in fifth, fourth and third grade and 
kindergarten at Low School, says, “ When 
my children first came here I was really 
concerned about the discipline. I'm very 
old-fashioned and in our house we all 
wait to be excused from the table. I was 
worried but I haven’t noticed any change 
in my children that wray.” 
Judy Eschel, who has three children at 
Low, says she knows some parents who 
have taken their children out of the 
school and placed them in parochial 
schools because of their concern about 
discipline. “ Some parents like more or­ 
der and they get upset when they see 
children moving around,” Mrs. Eschel 
says. 


MRS. G LIEG E ALSO believes that us­ 
ing walls can be good psychologically for 
a class. “ There are times when every 
teacher wants to get very close to her 
children and be private. You might be 
reading a special story or something like 
that and then it helps if the rooms can be 
completely self-contained,” 
she says. 
“ Being in a totally open school is a little 
like being in a fam ily with seven chil­ 
dren and one bathroom — sometimes you 
need to be alone.”

He had to over­ 
take his jack of diamonds with dummy’s 
king. Since West had hung on to all his 
four diamonds, Joe wound up down two. 
“My breaks,” groaned Joe. “I could 
have gone down just one, but with West 
holding four cards in each minor suit and 
East all the trumps, there was no way I 
could have made the hands.” 
Joe had run into an unfortunate dis­ 
tribution of the adverse cards, but he 
could and should have made the slam. 
Before entering dummy with the king 
of clubs, Joe should have cashed his 
queen and jack of diamonds. If East had 
ruffed, Joe would have been set, but that 
was a chance he had to take. 
Then he could lead to dummy’s king of 
clubs and start playing high diamonds. If 
East never ruffed Joe would discard 
three clubs and then lead and finesse 
trumps. If East ruffed Joe would over- 
ruff; pull East’s last trumps and be able 
to ruff one club in dummy and discard 
the other two on good diamonds.

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French actress ‘visits’ 
U.S.—hotels and cafes 


(Today’s television column was written 
by Vernon Scott.) 
The most baffled French girl in Paris 
m ay be Anny Duperey who spent IO days 
in the United States and, except for the 
view’ from a jetliner, was confined to 
sightseeing in hotel lobbies and restau­ 
rants. 
Anny is a sensational beauty who cam e 
to this country in place of Charles Boyer 
who took ill. Anny cam e to publicize 
“ Stavisky,” a french-language film. The 
dark-haired, blue-eyed native of Rouen is 
27, tall, slender and sultry. 
If one were forced to choose between 
Anny and Catherine (the most beautiful 
woman in the world) Deneuve, the new­ 
com er would probably win out. 


EVEN SO, SHE was not at her best. 
By the tim e Anny arrived in Hollywood 
she had spent three days in New York 
City — seeing M anhattan from her hotel 
window — and was enroute to one-day 
stops in Philadelphia and Boston. 
Anny w’as suffering from jet lag, dis­ 
orientation and the language barrier. She 
speaks English with the fluency that 
Buddy Hackett spouts Kurdish. 
Yet Anny was anxious to make profes­ 
sional contacts in Hollywood. She has ap­ 
peared in a dozen French movies. She 
m ay work in a dozen m ore and still be 
unknown outside her own country. Her 
chances of becoming an international 
star through French films are remote. 
She must return to Hollywood if she 
hopes to attain real stardom . 


“ THERE ARE only five movie stars in 
all of France,” she said in a wondrous 
Gallic accent. “ They are all men — 


Alain Delon, Yves Montand, Belmondo, 
Pi co Ii and Louis Defunes. 
“ Among women there are only Annie 
Giradot and Romy Schneider. But they 
are not boxoffice stars. Neither is De­ 
neuve. 
“ As in America, there are no good 
parts for women in France. So I work on 
the stage all the time. Actresses in my 
country who only do films must be des­ 
perate. There isn’t enough work for them. 
“ The theater is good for me. It keeps 
m e employed. The stage gives pretty 
girls an opportunity to prove they can 
act.” 
AT LEAST IT did in Anny’s case. She 
won the coveted Gerard Philippe Award 
for best theater actress of the year in 
France three years ago. 
“ There are only two motion picture 
studios left in P aris,” she said, “ and 
they are not busy like the ones in Holly­ 
wood. 
“ My regret is that I am here for such 
a short time. I had hoped to meet some 
actors and get to know directors and pro­ 
ducers while I was here. But all I’ve done 
is appear on TV to advertise the picture. 
It’s frustrating.”

Common law marriage 


questions and answers 


by JU L IE MARTOCCIO 
Dear Madam. 
What are the 13 states that permit 
common law marriages? Is Florida or 
California one of them? How can one 
get a divorce if one has been abandoned 
nine years ago? The spouse is living 
someplace 
in 
California. 
He 
moves 
around in California. The abandonment 
occurred in New York state. I under­ 
stand one can get a divorce in six 
months in Illinois if there is no property 
involved. Thank you in advance — M R 


Dear M R. 
Apparently you are not the only reader 
of this column who wants to know the 
answer to that first question. Since I 
mentioned the fact that there are 13 
states that recognize common law mar­ 
riage, I ve had about a dozen inquiries 
from interested persons, asking which 
states are among the 13. 
For you and the other inquirers, here's 
the list: Alabama, Colorado. Georgia, 
Iowa. 
Kansas, 
Montana. 
Ohio, 
Okla- 
b o m a , Pennsylvania. 
Rhode Island, 
South Carolina. Texas and the District of 
Columbia. 
Specifically, then, you ll note that Flor­ 
ida and California are not among them. 
From other questions about common 
law marriage — after the subject ap­ 
peared here — I ve concluded that cer­ 
tain aspects of it are still not clear, so let 
me reiterate. 
• A common law marriage is a valid 
marriage wherever a state says it is. 
Once valid, almost every other state rec­ 
ognizes it as such. But — and this is 
most important — the couple must abide 
by and meet all the requirements set 
forth by that particular common law 
marriage state. I can't tell you what they 
are in every state because each state has 
different requirements. But in general, 
certain conditions must be met. There 
must be an “ intention to be m arried" 
and not simply “ living together" in the 
context in which we speak of it today. 
The couple must represent themselves as 
husband and wife in the community in 
which they live. They do not need a li­ 
cense to marry or have the marriage 
sanctioned by a minister, judge or other 
official. 
• Since you mentioned California, it 
might be a good time to bring up another 
form of marriage that has sprung up 
recently in California. Because of a loop­ 
hole in a certain law. a new kind of 
“ quickie” marriage is now meeting fa­ 
vor in that state. It is, strictly speaking, 
not a true common law marriage, but 


another form of it. It is designed to per­ 
mit couples who have been living togeth­ 
er to marry with little embarrassment 
and to save time. 


A document that is signed by the mar­ 
rying parties becomes a marriage cer­ 
tificate and a ceremony is performed rn 
a wedding chapel or a church. It costs 
$40 and up for the 'convenience" of ob­ 
taining the certificate and performing 
the ceremony. The sad part of marriage 
by what is called the No. 4213 (the sec­ 
tion of the law relating to it> ceremony is 
that the marrying couple do not have to 
pass medical tests. (I, for one, hope that 
in time this will be changed to include a 
medical test and I strongly believe that 
it will happen. The last thing California 
or this country needs is an increase in 
venereal 
diseases 
which 
has 
already 
reached epidemic proportions!) 


• On the basis of your statement that 
your husband deserted you more than 
nine years ago, it's possible in Illinois to 
sue him for divorce on the grounds of 
desertion. In Illinois, the desertion must 
be for at least a year. 


I m wondering if you are still in touch 
with your spouse. If so the procedure 
may not be the same as if you did not 
know where he was living. In any event, 
you will need a lawyer and he will follow 
the proper procedure. 
• I also did not understand whether 
you were referring to residency or sim­ 
ply the length of time it takes to obtain a 
divorce. If residency, and since the cause 
of action did not start here, you would 
have to have a bona fide residency for 
one year here. In other words, Illinois is 
not a divorce mill state such as Idaho, 
Wyoming and Nevada where a person's 
residency is a specified few weeks. 
If you mean, the length of time to pro­ 
cess a divorce that would depend on sev­ 
eral factors. Do you have children? Will 
you want alimony? It's true that without 
children or property issues the divorce 
may be obtained in much lesser time 
than otherwise. 
Here again, your lawyer can tell you 
approximately how long an action will 
take, should you decide to divorce your 
husband

Both women had definite ideas of their 
own Shirley w anted her menswear hung 
up on hangers, out where you could see 
and touch it. Consequently she has taken 
advantage of every inch of hanging 
space. She wanted lots of brass and 
glass, and got it in her fixtures. 
M A X IN E’S SHOP center’s around an

Everybody's heard of 
Paul 
Revere. 
But how' about Sybil Ludington? 
W ell, I hadn’t heard of her either. 
Moreover, she’s not listed in the stan­ 
dard biographical reference books in our 
local library, and nobody I ’ve asked is 
fam iliar with the name. 
That w ill change this month when the 
U.S. Postal Service issues a new' set of 
f o u r commemorative stamps 
called 
“ Contributors to the Cause,” honoring 
heroes of the American Revolution. One 
of those contributors is Sybil Ludington, 
who w ill be identified as “ Youthful He­ 
roine” on a new eight-cent stamp to be 
issued March 25 in Carm el, N .Y. 
What did Sybil Ludington do to earn 
this honor? She rode 40 miles through the 
New York-Conned icut countryside, rally­ 
ing m ilitia to meet the British at Dan­ 
bury.

Danbury. On April 26, 1777, a messenger 
advised that the British had sacked Dan­ 
bury and the local m ilitia w'ere with­ 
drawing.

Muster at Luding­ 
ton^.” 


TH E M IL IT IA did respond, 400 strong, 
and moved at daybreak. As the Postal 
Service release on the new stamp reports 
the outcome, “ Although Danbury w'as 
looted and burned, British General Tryon 
lost a tenth of his forces in the ensuing 
battle and w'as forced into a disastrous 
retreat to the safety of ships at F a ir­ 
field.” Today, the route of Sybil’s ride is 
marked by New’ York State 
markers 
from Carm el to Storm ville. 
Sybil Ludington, then, becomes one of 
the few w'omen to be remembered from 
colonial days. Of course, we all know

rebellion, and w ill not hold ourselves 
bound by any law's in which we have no 
voice or representation.” 


W ITH O VE OR two additions, that’s 
just about all the women most of us re­ 
member by name from the days of the 
American Revolution. Yet some half of 
the population of 1776 w'as female. 
True, most of them stayed busy doing 
traditional “ women’s work.” And “ wom­ 
en's work” was a full-time job in the 
days when feeding the fam ily, for in­ 
stance, involved tending a kitchen gar­ 
den, raising chickens, grinding flour, 
dressing meat, churning butter, carrying 
water and keeping a fire 
going 
con­ 
stantly. In their “ spare tim e,” most 
women had to spin, card and weave, 
making cloth to cut and stitch (though a 
few wealthy women might import cloth 
from England). Women also helped hus­ 
bands in their businesses, as w'ell as 
cleaning, 
making 
household 
products, 
rearing big fam ilies, delivering babies 
and caring for the sick. 
Despite these busy schedules, women 
also found time to participate in colonial 
society. At the time of the Revolution, 
patriotic women sewed flags, made guns 
and smuggled supplies. Some actually 
fought as men in the Continental Arm y. 
VARIO US W OM EN’S groups identified 
themselves as Daughters of Liberty and 
played an important part in supplying 
the Arm y and supporting the patriot 
cause. 
Some, 
for example, 
produced 
thread to make Arm y uniforms; others 
collected pewter dishes that were melted 
dowm for musket balls. 
The largest women’s wartim e organi­ 
zation was the ‘Association,’ formed in 
1780 with the original aim of raising 
money for a cash gift to every Continen­ 
tal soldier. At General Washington’s sug­ 
gestion, a present of shirts was substi­ 
tuted for tile cash gift. The w'omen not 
only raised the money', but also cut and 
sewed the cloth to make the shirts.

Ice-glazing makes fish cook up just like fresh 


Dear Dorothy: Every once in a while 
our fish market has specials on fish we 
like. I’m hesitant because I’m not sure I 
know how to freeze it so it will taste like 
fresh fish. How is it done? — Margue­ 
rite Miller 
If you are going to freeze fish, it must 
be cleaned and prepared, ready for cook­ 
ing. My experience is that it comes out 
like fresh fish when wrapped as you 
would do meat — in foil or moisture — 
vaporproof paper. However, ice-glazing 
is even better protection. 
Place the 
clean, eviscerated fresh fish on a tray in 
the freezer, and as soon as it is frozen 
dip it in near-freezing ice water. Put the 
fish back in the freezer to harden the 
glaze and keep repeating this until there 
is an ice coating one-eighth inch thick. 
Overwrap with paper or foil. 
A veteran fisherman friend would fillet 
his catch and immerse it in w'ater in
